To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Columbia,  in 
the  County  of  Coos,  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire, 
qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Town,  on  Tuesday,  the  10th  day  of  March  next, 
at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

1.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  a  Town  Clerk 
for  the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  one  Selectman 
for  three  years  ensuing. 

3.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  one  or  more 
Auditors  for  the  year  ensuing. 

4.  To  choose  by     ballot  and  major     vote,  Library 
Trustees  for  the  year  next  ensuing. 

5.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote,  a  Trustee  of 
Trust  Funds  for  three  years  ensuing. 

6.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  a  Tax  Col- 
lector for  the  year  ensuing. 

7.  To  choose  by  ballot  major  vote  all  other  neces- 
sary Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

8.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  support  of  the  Poor  for  the  year  ensuing. 

9.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  repairs  of  Highways  and  Bridges. 


10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and  in- 
struct its  Selectmen  to  take  such  action  regarding  rol- 
ling, plowing  or  otherwise,  in  keeping  winter  roads 
open  in  said  Town  for  year  ensuing,  as  in  their  judg- 
ment seems  most  conducive  to  the  best  interest  of  the 
Town,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  State  Aid  for  con- 
struction of  Class  II  road,  and  raise  and  appropriate 
or  set  aside  for  said  purpose  the  sum  of  $741.00;  or 
will  accept  State  aid  for  construction  of  Class  V  roads 
and  raise  and  appropriate  or  set  aside  for  said  pur- 
poses the  sum  of  $361.11. 

12.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  upkeep  of  cemeteries. 

33.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  with  ref- 
erence to  hiring  the  Colebrook  Fire  Department,  for 
the  purpose  of  extinguishing  of  fires,  in  said  town, 
and  in  event  of  favorable  action,  to  make  the  neces- 
sary appropriation  for  the  same. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  fix  the  price  per 
day  for  the  hiring  of  manual  labor,  teams,  and  trucks 
for  work  on  Town  Roads. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  incur  the  debts  for  temporary  loans  in 
anticipation  of  the  taxes  of  the  ensuing  municipal 
year  and  to  pay  such  debts  out  of  the  tax  money  when 
it  is  received. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired 
by  the  Town  through  Tax  Collector's  Deeds. 

17.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise 
for  the  support  of  the  Town  Charges  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  a 
certain  highway  in  said  town,  commencing  at  the 
southeast  corner  of  the  barn  located  on  premises  oc^ 
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cupied  by  George  Brown,  and  extending  in  a  south- 
easterly direction  to  the  Stratford  Town  Line, 

19.  To  see  if  the  Towli  will  vote  to  discontinue  a 
certain  Highway  in  said  town,  commencing  at  a  point 
located  on  the  right  hand  side  of  the  highway  leading 
past  the  residence  of  Fred  Keeble,  and  extending  in 
a  northwesterly  direction  to  the  two  Hendricks  Farms, 
so-called. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  to  exceed  one  one-hundredth  of  one 
per  cent  of  the  town  valuation,  for  the  purpose  of 
issuing  and  distributing  printed  matter,  newspaper 
and  magazine  advertising,  and  otherwise  calling  at- 
tention to  the  resurces  and  advantages  of  the  Town, 
in  cooperation  with  the  other  45  towns  in  the  White 
Mountain  Region. 

21.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate,  to  provide  for  additional  fire 
protection  due  to  the  war  emergency. 

22.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriae,  to  provide  watchmen  and  ad- 
ditional police  protection  due  to  the  war  emergency. 

23.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  use  of  the  town  health 
officer  and  board  of  health  due  to  the  war  emergency. 

24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rebuild  the  Geo. 
Noyes  Bridge,  so-called,  in  conjunction  with  the  State 
Highway  Department,  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
same. 

25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the  State 
Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the  divi- 
sion of  municipal  accounting  and  to  make  an  appro- 
priation to  cover  the  expense  of  such  audit. 

26.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
for  the  support  and  upkeep  of  Public  Library. 
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27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  reports 
of  Agents,  Auditors,  Selectmen,  and  all  other  officers, 
and  ratify  and  confirm  the  same. 

28,  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  le- 
gally come  before  the  meeting.
